There  should  be  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  Housing  Court  Cases  by  year,  according  to  whether  NYCHA  was  (a),  the 
Petitioner,  or  (b).  the  Respondent  in  the  Housing  Court  Cases. 

3/.  There  should  be  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  Housing  Court  Cases  by  year,  according  to  whether  the  Housing  Court 
Cases  were  filed  in  the  Housing  Courts  of  either  (a).  Staten  Island,  (b)  Brooklyn,  (c)  Queens,  (d)  Manhattan,  and  (e)  The 
Bronx. 

4/.  There  should  be  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  Housing  Court  Cases  by  year  in  which  the  apartment  that  was  the 
subject  of  the  Case  was  (a),  a public  housing  apartment,  or  (b).  a Section  8 apartment. 

5/.  There  should  be  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  Housing  Court  Cases  by  year  in  which  the  tenant  (a),  was  evicted  from 
the  apartment  for  any  reason  («  Eviction  »),  or  (b)  voluntarily  surrendered  the  apartment  («  Voluntary  Surrender  »). 

6/.  If  possible,  there  should  be  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  Housing  Court  Cases  by  year  that  resulted  in  Eviction  or 
Voluntary  Surrender,  according  to  whether  the  apartment  that  was  evicted  or  voluntarily  surrendered  was  (a),  a public 
housing  apartment,  or  (b).  a Section  8 apartment.
